WAS FILE CLERK OF HOUSE. OF
1 REPRESENTATIVES.

End Came at Wiesbaden, Germany,
Yesterday—Sketch of His
Long Career. ‘

Col. Walter H. French, file clerk of the
House of Representatives, died yesterday
at Weisbaden, Germany.

Col. French went abroad shortly after Lhe
adjournment of Congress, and until 2 few
weeks ago his friends heard from him regu-
larly. He first went to London, and from
there had traveled extensively on the con-
tinent. He had spent considerable time In
Italy, Greece and Germany. He expected
to go next to France and from ther: to
England.

The death of Col. French removes from
the capital one of the most popular and
best-known men in political and official
circles. He was a man among men at all

times, pronounced a royzl good fellow by
every one who knew him and welcomed
wherever manly qualities and good fellow-
ghip were appreciated.

His work as file clerk of the House of
Representatives resulted in a great in-
provement of the manner of preserving
the valuable papers that were placel under
his care. Upon assuming that position he
made a personal examination of every pa-
per given in his charge and did much to
rearrange and care for them in a way to
increase the service of his office. }e found
that vandals had gone throuzh the papers
and that in most cases the signatures of
notables had been cut from the records.

Came Here in 1857.

Colonel French first came to this city In
1857 at the time Mr. Tenny took charge of
the National Hotel. He was born in New
Hampshire, his father having been a promi-

tthe time of his death president of one Of
the state roads.
in 1838 and was sixty-six years of age at
the time of his death.

Coming here when little more than a thd
in 1857, he remained with Mr. Tenny as a

time formed other interests.
a stock broker's office in Boston and took
an active interest in politics. He was a
democrat and voted the straight demo-
cratic ticket until the nomination of Mr.
Bryan, when he joined the gold democrats
and finally when election day came he
\'nled for McKinley.

His entrance into a hruker s office dpened

to him many ups and downs. He was in
businéss for himself in Boston for a time,
but then went to New York, where he
opened an office In Wall street. Three
times he made and lost a fortune. He
played the game as a plunger and touched
either a high or a low mark in his Dpera.-
tionsa,

About 1852 he went out of business.
. the result of uufortunate speculations and
then returned Lo Boston. He was well con-
nected In Boston, and having been 4 mem-
ber of the Anclent and Honorable Artil-
lery of that clty had a wide acquaintance.

He took an active Interest In politics and,
during the first Cleveland ¢ampalign, work-
ed for the success of the party. The re-
sult was that when the democrats organiz-
ed the House of Representatives Col
French was made fllé clerk, which place he
continued to hold through changing admin-
istrations to the day of his death.

When he came here, about 1886, he took
a room at the Natlonal Hotel, which he
continued to occupy during the "entire time
of his residence in this city. It was on the
third floor and looked out on Pennsylvania
avenue. His room was hung with rare
pletures and filled with his treasures of all
kinds. He possessed many rare documents.

Obituaries of Himself.

One of the curlous articlea of his collec-
tion was a series of mewspaper clippings
of obituaries on himself, which he had
hanging in his room since his severe lliness
of four years ago. At that tilme he was
supposed to be on his death bed at Gar-
field Hospital, and his death was expected
hourly. Accounts of his condition and
sketches of his career were then published
in all the newspapers of Boston.

He had suffered from Bright's disease
and other complications and for two
months he was believed to be graduzlly

could not recover. His only
Walter French, an employe of the New
York customs house, was summoned by
telegraph and told that his father could
not live more than an hour. The young man
had no thought of meeting his father alive
again when he took a train for this city.
Colonel French had fallen into a state of
unconsciousness from which the physicians
said he could not rally. Just at that time
news was received of the favorable result
of a sallne iInjection administered to Mrs.
McKinley. The attending physiclans at
Garfleld Hospital said that no harm could
result from a similar treatment of their
patient, although they could see no pous-
sibility of it belng of benefit to him.

They determined to make the experiment
and injecting salt in the reglon of his heart
they were astonished to see their patient
recover consciousness. From that time
there was a gradual improvement of his
condition and two months later he was able
to leave the hospital. Since then he has
had his usual good health. The case is re-
membered at Garfield Hospital as one of
the most remarkable recoveries on record.

Six months before that severe illness Col.
French had lost his wife, who died at the
Natlonal Hotel in this city. Her remains
were cremated and as Col. French was a
strong bellever in that method of disposing
of the dead, it is believed instructions will
be sent to Germany for the cremation of
his body there, before its return and burial
in the family lot at Boston.

Says District i; Getting Better Service
That Ondet the Former
a2l :‘““Ln-" 't.

The Commissioners recelved this morn-
ing a letter from Col. Myron M. Parker,
president of the Washington Fertilizer
Company, relative to the complaints that
have been received with regard to the
collection of garbage in this city. Col
Parker's company has the contract for
the collection of the garbage, and com-
plaints have been received at the Dis-
trict building during the past week at a
rate of sixty per day In regard to the
manner in which the garbage is belng
colletted. Col. Parker states that a large
number of the complaints receivea are

entirely unfounded and that a large num-
ber of complaints are due to conditions
which are entirely beyond the control of
the contractors. A comparative statement
of the amount of garbage collected dur-
ing the first seven days of August, 1803
and 1904, shows that during this year
there has been an average increase of
thirty tons of garbage per day, which
condition, Col. Parker states, is due to
the large amount of vegetable matter
consumed. He states further:

“This increased tonnage plainly Indi-
cates an unusually and unprecedented
vegetable supply and consumption. While
this Increased tonnage naturally calls for
increased facilities, we would say that
wea have provided sufficient cars and
teams to properly perform the require-
ments of our contract. At the present
time we have fifteen cars and sixty-nine
teams in use and are using our best ef-
forts to give the best possible service.
Better Service Than Under Old Con-

tract.

“Even with the large number of com-
plaints we have no doubt that the city is
receiving better service than under the
contract of four years ago, when the re-
quirements only called for service twice
and three timea a week. The record of
those days will undoubtedly show an
equally as large a number of complaints
with no fines, or a nominal fine of $80, for
the year, and with an annual cost to the
District of 7,000 (in one instance on a
basis of over $70,000 per year), as agiinst

2,000 or $43,000, under the present con-
tract.

**This company has sustained large losses
by reason of fines imposed when it has al-
ways endeayored . to faithfully perform Its
‘contract. No credit I8 given for service
that shows less than thirteen or fourteen
complaints a month, still fines for that
amount have been charged and deducted.

Another Railroad Into Pittsburg.

FOR HEROIC SERVICE

MEDALS SENT TO OFFICERS OF
REVENUE CUTTER BEAR.

For Their Rescue of the Ice-Bound
: Whalers in the Arctic
b Sea.

Secretary Bh-aw has sent to First Lieu-
tenant David H. Jarvis, Lieutenant E. P.
Bertholf and S8urgeon Samuel J. Call of the
revenue cutter service, handsome and
costly gold medals for heroic service in the
rescue expedition for the relief of the .ce-
bound whalers in the Arctic sea In the
winter of 1807-98. Accompanying the medal
that i{s sent to each man is a letter from
Secretary Shaw describlng briefly the rea-
sons for the bestowal of the medal, and
spéaking in terms of laudation of the offi-
cer.

The medals are handsome affairs four
inches In dilameter, and contalning gold in-
trinsically ‘worth $210. They bear pictures
of the reciplents—that Is, each man’'s medal
bears his own engraving, with the words
below the engraving: “"Awarded by act of
Congress, June 25, 1902, for heroic service."
On the opposite side of each medal is this
inscription: “U. 8. Revenue Cutter Bear.

ldeut. Jarvis, who conducted the famous
expedition and suoceeded in reaching the
whalers, Is a collector of customs at Sitka.
Presaldent Roosevelt having asked him to
take the place because of his knowledge of
Alaskan conditions and his feariess in-
difference to influences of any kind. “The
letter of Secretary Shaw to Mr. Jarvia--
each recipient getting an identical letter—
is as follows:

Secretary Shaw’s Letter.

“It affords me great pleasure to forward
to you herewith the gold medal recom-
mended by President Willlam McKinley
and ordered by the unanimous vote of the
Ccngress of the United States in recogni-
tion of your heroic services as the leader
of the overland expedition to Point Barrow,
Arctic ocean, composed of three oflicers
of the revenue outter service, for the rclief
of Imperiled whalers.

“The conditions which confronted you
throughout that four months’ march, be-
ginning the 16th day of December, 1547,
were full of difficulty, discouragement and
ever-present danger, but you and your gal-
lant eomrades, Lleut. E. P. Bertholf and
Burgeon Samuel J, Call, prosecuted your
journey and fulfilled your mission -un-
daunted and undeterred.

““The estimation and apprecilation in which
your great services were and are held can-
not be better expressed than in the lan-
guage of President McKinley in his special
mesgsage to Congress under date of January
17, 1899, whereln he said: 'The hardships
and-perils encountered by the members of
the overland expedition in their great jour-

‘ney through an almost uninhabited region,

a barren waste of lce and snow, faclng
death (itself every day for nearly four
months over a route never before traveled
by white men, with no refuge but at the
end of the journey, carrying rellef and
cheéar to 275 distressed citizens of our coun-
try, all make another glorious page in the
history of American seamen. They reflect
by their heroic and gallant struggles the
highest credit upon themselves and the
government which they falthfully served.
I commend this herole crew to the grateful
consideration of Congress and the Ameri-
can people.’

“The year just closed has been fruitful
of noble achlevements in the field of war,
and while I have commended to your con-
sideration the names of heroes who have
shed luster upon the American name in
valorous contests and battles by land and
sea, it is no less my pleasure to invite

your attention to a victory of peace, the

results of which cannot well be magni-
fied, and the dauntless courage of the
men engaged stamps them as true heroes
whose serviees cannot pass unrecognized.

“Upon the brilliant and successful con-
summation of your perilous mission I
congratulate you and the service in
which you were even then distinguished
officers, and I congratulate the country
that produces such men. Future seekers
for the record of herole Americans will
surely note with pleasure what was done
by Lieut. Jarvis, Lieut. Bertholf and Sur-
geon Call within nineteen dex'rm of the
north pule. in tho winter of 1897.”
